! solv ed him of blame. Hildreth 
was dead when Coons reached 
his side. Coons said his car al­ 
most ov ertu rned after striking 
the man. 
Coons was driv ing to his home 
here when the accident happen­ 
ed and was alone.

Brussels (/P)—Despite econom­ 
ic difficulties, the Belgian gov­ 
ernment is to seek legislative ap­ 
proval for spending nearly $20,- 
000,000 for fortification of the 
eastern frontier. 
Already voted by the council 
of ministers, headed by the king, 
the money is sought for a for­ 
midable defense of the entire 80- 
mile border. 
Plans have been made to use 
the credit for speeding up com­ 
pletion of modern concrete for­ 
tifications along the whole line, 
for powerful artillery, and for 
anti-aircraft defenses.

FOR THROAT PROTECTION—FOR BETTER TASTE 
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WORLD MONEY STABILIZATION LOOMS, 
According to the most recent rep orts from 
sou rces of au thority , it now seems entirely p ossi­ 
ble that the early p art of 1934 may bring abou t 
a stabilized world money . 
This is the most encou raging news that has y et 
dev elop ed regarding a mu ddled monetary situ a­ 
tion. If su ch an accomp lishment can be re­ 
alized, the benefits will be u ntold. Uncertainty 
regarding the money p olicy of this cou ntry 
cou p led with the great v ariance of ou r dollar in 
comp arison with that of other cou ntries on the 
world mark et, is the greatest u nsettling factor 
in ou r economic p ictu re. 
The Roosev elt administration is determined to 
accomp lish two things in carry ing ou t its p res­ 
ent p rogram. One is the raising of p rices and 
the second is to p reserv e gov ernment credit. 
While the two objectiv es are v astly in contrast 
in their character, they are not incomp atible. 
The p resent p eriod of p atient waiting seems 
to be necessary to bring other nations to time. 
France has steadfastly refu sed to be shak en from 
the gold standard or to mak e any monetary con­ 
cessions in fav or of world stabilization of money . 
England has constantly demanded a ratio be­ 
tween the p ou nd and the dollar that is far ou t 
of balance. 
The adv antages that the ex p orts from this 
cou ntry are enjoy ing ov er those of other na­ 
tions, the recent hu ge flow of gold ou t of France, 
the Jap anese declaration in fav or of a world 
stabilization and other dev elop ments hav e serv ed 
to bring abou t a u nity of op inion regarding the 
money situ ation. 
Only those who are closely connected with the 
situ ation can p redict what mov e will be made 
nex t bu t it is not imp ossible that all nations will 
soon be forced off the gold standard and su ch an 
ev ent will sp eed the stabilization mov e. 
The bright p art of the p ictu re for this cou ntry 
is that it stands in a commanding p osition to ob­ 
tain concessions in fav or of its own interests 
when the time comes for negotiations. 


FOOTBALL CASUALTIES DECLINE 
Comp ilation of statistics on the football season 
ju st brou ght to a close rev eal that the nu mber 


of fatal accidents has been greatly redu ced ov er 
last y ear. This is most encou raging as the death 
list of this national sp ort had reached alarming 
p orp ortions du ring 1931 and 1932. 
In 1931 fifty deaths were recorded and in 1932, 
there were thirty -eight fatalities. These high 
figu res threatened* to cau se seriou s cu rtailm ent 
and rev ision of the game. Ru les were changed, 
with the fly ing tack le and other dangerou s p rac­ 
tices of the game eliminated. 
It is difficu lt to ascertain whether the change 
of ru les or other efforts were resp onsible for the 
decline, bu t the resu lt of the 1933 football activ ­ 
ities showed that only twenty -six deaths were 
cau sed as the resu lt of the game. The majority 
of these were among teams of small schools in­ 
clu ding neighborhood children at p lay and none 
of them among colleges and u niv ersities in reg­ 
u lar p lay . This bears ou t the claims that p rop er 
training and su p erv ising eliminates the hazards 
of the game. 
It is needless to say that twenty -six deaths 
are twenty -six too many bu t the figu re is v ery 
small in comp arison with the nu mber that p lay 
the games and with the fatalities resu lting from 
other sp orts. It is hop ed that fu rther rev ision of 
the ru les toward the end of establishing safety 
in the game and better su p erv ision of the game 
among the smaller organizations following the 
game, will ev entu ally lower this y ear’s figu re su b­ 
stantially .
